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Continuation of 10. Other: Upon entry of the amendment after final rejection, the claims would remain rejected under 35 USC 1 12, 1st 
paragraph, for reasons of record. Even though the limitation of claim 34(B)(4) has been removed, the subgenus of arrays claimed with th 
recited structural features and/or properties is still considered to be new matter. Applicant's arguments with respect to the disclosure in 
the specification is unpersuasive. While the specification contemplates array variation, it does not contemplate the claimed set of 
variations. The situtation is analogous to that in Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996), which held that a 
laundry list disclosure of every possible moiety does not constitute a written description of every species in a genus because it would not 
reasonably lead those skilled in the art to any particular species. Likewise, a laundry list of possible structural modifications and 
hybridization properties does not constitute a written description of every array embraced by every combination of structural and functiona 
features disclosed. A fair reading of the instant specification would not lead one to the particular set of arrays presently embraced by the 
claims. .
